According to wartime figures, ap- 


proximately one in seven persons, 
otherwise physically qualified for 
^military service, were rejected be 
cause they were considered men- 
tally unfit. II has been estimated 
that possibly one person in 13 is 
either definitely mentally ill or in 
need of mental treatment. Indeed, 
based on statistics of mental insti- 


• tutions, one person in 17 will even- 
tually be confined to some public 
institution for the care of the men- 
tally unfit. 


Mental illness is, therefore, 
i 


terrific problem in modern society 
Whether it has always been as bad. 
& or whether the strain of modern 
'v living has something to do with it, 
no one can say with certainty. 


It cannot be 
emphasized 
too 


strongly that 
a mental illness — 


whether a mild "nervous 
break- 
down" or a more serious and long- 
lasting condition —is not brought 
about purposely. No one tries 
to 


become mentally ill. Consequent- 
ly, there is no more reason to be 
ashamed of a mental illness than 
there is for a broken bone. 


Much has been learned 
about 
//-some kinds of mental illnesses and 
V how to treat-them. .Recovery from 
the milder conditions is common. 
In some instances, all that is nec- 
cessary is complete rest and re- 
moval from the sources of nervous 
exhaustion and overwork, which 
have brought on the difficulty. In 
others, of course, mental 
treat- 


ments will also have to be em- 
ployed. Treatment varies depend- 
ing on the 
severity of the condi- 


tion.

tional aftershocks were 
reported 


today in the earthquake battered 
city of Iloilo as the Central Philip- 
pines reckoned damage of $3,500,- 
000 to church properties alone and 
dispatches told of 200 houses de 
stroyed by huge landslides. 


The death toll was an unofficial 


28, and two families were missing 
on western Panay island, of which 
Iloilo is the capital. 


Latest tremors in Iloilo were de- 
scribed by the Philippines weather 
bureau as of moderate intensity. 


The'first,-at 1:55 arm., lasted 25 
seconds; the second, at 2:15 p. m., 
five seconds. The series of quakes 
began Sunday.
